H^^This is DO longer a war for State 
rights or any other rights, except the right 
of a set of usurpers at Richmond to hold 
office and diride spoils. They hare eren 
dropped the desire to be let alone, and im- 
pudently proclaim their object to conquer a 
boundary. State lines and State rights are 
no longer any obstacle to the purposes of 
these traitors to mankiud. They look orer 
the country aud decide what they want, and 
propose to take it. The sovereignty of a 
State upon which they built up their Con- 
federacy is in (he way, and is now spurned 
M no longer useful. 

The reader is mistaken if he supposes 
that there has been any real change in the 
designs of the leaders. A stroag central 
Oovernment, with no Slate lines to interfere 
with their power, was the purpose at the be- 
ginning, and all the professions to the con- 
trary were lies. The real purpose of the 
conspirators wss obvious, but it was idle to 
charge it, as the people of this State were 
incradalous. We charged the design to 
dissolve the Union upon these leaders, and 
aU recolleot how lustily they denied it in 
this Slate. Thousands believed them and 
discredited the charge. The design was 
thought too monstrous to be entertained by 
tmyb'ody. We now see the result. These 
men were as bad as we said they were. 
Their designs were fully as atrocious. We 
did not do full justice to their guilty pur. 
poses. 

We now charge, and time will show it, 
that these leaders do not intend to establish 
republican institutions in the South at alL

These ordinances were not submUtel to the 
people. The excuses for not doing it show 
the animus of the whole thing. They 
hadn’t time. A discussion would rise, and 
parties woull be formed; and, in short, the 
questions were toe grave for the compre- 
hension of the masses. The same excuse 
was made for secret sessions. They kept 
things quiet, and smothered opposition by 
prompt action The secret den at Richmond 
» formally snbmit’el the matter to the peo- 
ple; bat filled the State with arms, and I 
made a league with the Southern Confeder- 
aey before the vote was taken; thus treating 
popa'ar suTrags with contempt. Tennessee 
fofiowed the mean example. These usurp, 
era manufactured a Confederate Goveru- 
ment, chose the rulers of the people, and 
these rulers have exercised despotic power 
over the lives, liberties and fortunes of their 
submissive subjects. 

They adopt the usual means of usurpers; 
keep up excitemeut by lies and clap-trap; 
appeal to prejudice, passion and vulgarity. 
The people are not to have time to think. 
The States now have no right to decide as 
to their own destiny. These Confederates 
propose to sirear all who have differed with 
them, and to banish all who dissent. This 
shows what is to be done with State 
rights. It is the right to serve and obey 
Jeff. Davie & Co. 

These conspirators against the liberties 
of the people made a CoDstitution. The 
people, without sifting the production, 
shouted hosannas to it and their masters 
who made it; but these masters, for fear 
the people might have time to consider, 
ratified their usurpation themselves, and 
deemed that sufficient, as it certainly was 
safest for (he conep'r tore. Kentucky, 
Hii^scuri and Maryland didn’t give the con 
spiraters an oppor. unity to get started; and 
BOW the disgu'sa is thrown off. Kentucky 
•nd Missouri must ba conquered. The 
.oooundrels cill Kentucky “oar” territory 
They have about as much title to it as his 
Satanic Majesty had to all the kingdoms of 
the world.

What better evidence of a design to 
establish a strong Government, to be sus- 
tained by the sword, in spite of popular 
cpinioD? Theyinteud a monarohy, cr what 
is akin to it. The Constitution they have 
made they will not regard any furthei than 
it answers the purpose; but it is essentially 
different from onr old Constitntion. It 
givea the Preeident power enough to absorb 
all other powers. He is elected for six 
yesf s, instead of fonr. His Secretaries have 
• teat in Congress, with the right to debate. 



They can explain, defend and persuade, 
and having the patronage of the Govera 
ment, can buy the votes they need. They 
copy this part of their Constitution from 
England. It is in that country a strong 
snpport to the crown. In England, however, 
the minister must be elected by some con 
etitnenoy in the kingdom. In the Southern 
Confederacy be is appointed only by the 
President. Their Congress can’t, without 
two thirds, appropriate a dollar, unless it 
is recommended by the President. He cam, 
moreover, veto any clause of a bill, and ap 
prove the rest. With all these provisions, 
the President can oontrol the legislative 
power. He and his Cabinet are, indeed, the 
Government. Our fathers intended these 
two powers to be separate and independent, 
in addition to all this, the offloera of the 
arnay are allowed to be members of Con. 
gress or members of (he Cabinet. 

With this power formally given, what 
more is needed to mske the President a 
despot, able to oontrol all departments of 
the Government? In this way have the 
conspirators provided a stepping stone to 
their end — a strong Government, able to 
assert its power independent of the popular 
will. 

We have not room to quote the numerous 
hints of the Southern press showing the 
contempt for popular government, and the 
outgivings that the experiment is a failure. 
They are, bewever, numerous, and there 
never was a people better prepared than 
those of the Southern States to submit to 
any usurpation ^without examination, and 
without suspioion. They are on the high 
road that every people have traveled to 
despotism. The masses don’t believe it; 
they never do till they are enslaved. The 
secret den at Richmond may forge the 
chains before their eyes, and they will shout, 
“Hurra for Jeff. Davis.” 

g^^The confiscation of the property of 
Union men in the Confederate States is a 
measure ventured on, by tho thieves of the 
Southern Confederacy, with a calculation 
upon the forbearance of Union men. The> 
had better not calculate too largely upon 
that forbearance. If they resolved to shoot 
prisoners, retaliation is the only policy to 
stop it. Confiscation of property is the 
same sort of outrage, and it is in order to 
stop it in the same way. There is a good 
deal of property in this State owned by men 
who have oast their fortunes with the 
Southern Confederacy, and if onr Union 
men are robbed by this secret den at Rich- 
mond, they can be paid back out of property 
in this State, whose owners are now makirg 
war upon the State and the United States 
Harsh as the measure is, justice requires it, 
and Kentucky will not tuffer this robbery 
of her people without retaliation. Belter 
stop this confiscation. The Confederates 
will only have the more to pay in the end, 
and their friends who have taken up arms 
or run away from this State may make up 
their minds that if Union men are robbed 
by the rebels, these fugitives and enemies 
of the Slate will have to refund. Nothing 
less will ba justice to our people, who are 
loyal to the Government and to Kentucky.

The News. 

Jefferson City news of the 21st states that 
the steamer J. D. Perry, on her way up the 
Missouri river, was attacked at Portland by 
rebels, and narrowly escaped capture. The 
captain thought there must have been seven 
hundred rebels at Portland. 

News from Fredericktown, Mo., to noon 
of the 21st states that the rebels left that 
point on the day before, going rn the di- 
rection of Greenville, with numbers vari 
ously estimated at from two to eight thou- 
sand. They had four brass field pieces. 
Jeff. Thompson was in command. 

A correspondent writing from Warsaw, 
Missouri, on the 17ih, says: 

A man who left the borders of Arkansas 
on Saturday last, arrived here this after- 
noon. He settles the whereabouts rf Mc- 
Culloch by statiug, positively, that less than 
a week since he was at Fort Soott. He is 
very positive in his statement, and there 
seems to be no reason to doubt its oorreot- 
nesB. Before he left Arkansas he saw a 
proclamation issoed by Ben, calling for five 
thousand men er.ch from Louisiana and 
Texas. It was generally supposed that 
with these and others he would advance to 
unite with Price. There is a growing belief 
in mliitary oiroles here that the rebels 
intend to give us battle at some point below. 
The General himself, and a large portion of 
his staff, are inclined to believe this. Gen. 
Sigel's division has been engaged in cross- 
ing the river all day, and are now all over 
and advancing towards the interior. It is 
probable that he will advance bat a few 
miles, and there await the appearance of 
the rest of our forces, acting in the mean- 
time as our advanced division. The river is 
fordable for cavalry, but the infantry had 
to be transported by an old-fashioned rope 
ferry boat. I regret to add that, in the 
nassage of the troops, a soldier, whose name 
I could not ascertain, got beyond his depth 
and was drowned. He belonged to the 
Frrmont Hussars. Captain Kielmansegge. 
of the third company of the same corps, in 
effecting a crossing, dislocated his shoul- 
der. 

The engineers have got most of the tim- 
ber for the bridge by the river bank, and 
will begin operations on the bridge itself 
to-morrow It will probably be completed 
by to-morrow night. 

Most of General Asboth’s division is now 
here. Nothing has been heard from Mo- 
Kinstry’s division; we do not know even 
whether he has left Syracuse as yet. Gen 
Davis may cross the river above us. 

The St. Louis Republican, of the 22d, 
gives the following latest intelligenoe from 
Price’s army; 

A gentleman reached Columbia, on 
Saturday, direct frim Price’s army, bring 
ing the intelligence that it was encamped a 
few days ago at Stockton, the county teat 
of Cedar county, still waitisg for McCul- 
loch, who, it is said, was approaching 
with 6,000 to 12,000 men. He says the 
Legislature was in session at Stockton, but 
did not know what it had done. Federal 
troops occupied Georgetowa, and a force 
of 1,200 were between Lexington and 
Dover, cutting off reinforcements to Price 
from north of the river, and capturing sol- 
diers returning home from Price. 

A correspondent, writing from Fort 
Fauntleroj, New Mexico, sends the follow- 
ing news from that distant region : 

The Governor of New .Mexico — Abraham 
Renoher — has issued his proclamation, or- 
dering out the whole effective militia force 
of the Territory as a Home Guard. Great 
consternation and dismay pervades the 
minds of the people. Since the surrender 
(ignoble and dastardly, and cowardly) of 
the United States troops (eeven or eight 
hundred in number, under command of 
Major Isaac Lynde, of the Seventh Infantry, 
to an inferior foroa of Texas re'eels and 
I Arizona outlaws, said only to amount to 
three hundred and fifty), great indignation 
is felt by the native population. They 
dread the “ Texans.” There are now 
assembled at Fort Craig (Val Verde, or 
Green Valley), on the Rio Grande, 100 
miles above Mesil'.a, 1,500 or 2 000 Ameri- 
can euldiers, mostly New Mexico volunteers 
At Albuquerque, a large foies is also in 
readiness to receive the rebels The Texans 
are posted at Santa Babara (formerly 
Fort Thorn) They talk about being largely 
reinforced — that, however, is all bosh. 
There can be no doubt that Major Lynde 
and a number of bis under offioers acted the 
part cf traitors and renegades. They will 
receive their reward in due time.

The Union men, who 
had been there drilling, had gone to Leba- 
non or Columbia after arms. It is thought 
to be the intention of these Tennessee 
troop I, whose numbers' and officers I could 
not learn, arc on their wa^io Bowlinggreeo, 
aad that they will go via ScottsTiHe. W* 
hope they will be interoepted if possible and 
captured.

Symptoms of Rebillion ih Carada. 
The recent information vouchsafed to the 
Canadians by the Army and Navy Gazette, 
that the troops uow being sent to the prov- 
inces are for the especial purpose of keep- 
ing down any symptems of rebellion that 
may break out, has changed the tone of 
those Canadian journals that were exulting 
over the arrival of the imported rai ooats as 
looking toward oontingenoies in the United 
States. The Hamilton Times gives ns a 
column in its issue of Thursday, under the 
head of “Despotism in Canada,” from which 
we quote : 

In the dispatch of troops to Canada at 
this critical juncture of Amoricen history, 
most people could see one of those evi- 
dences of imperial precaution and foresight, 
in which tbe Palmerstons and the Russells 
have proved themselves adepts, and nothing 
more. To garrison a country of three mil. 
lion and a half of peonle, with a frontier of 
seven hnndred miles, there was nothing ex- 
traordinary in the sending of five or six 
additional regiments. But the very singu- 
lar explanation of the Army and Navy 
Gazette invests an apparent matter of 
course and routine with no usual inter ?sl 
The world is told (hat the soldiers are not 
intended to protect Canada from the possi- 
ble attacks of enemies from without, but to 
protect the government from enemies oom- 
iug from exactly the opposite quarter. 

We are plainly informed that there are so 
many discontented parties among the 
French portion of Canada, and to such a 
bight is party warfare carried, that Her 
Majesty’s government have thought it advi- 
sable to strengthen the hands of the Provis- 
ional government with a few well-t”ied 
regiments which can be depended upon. 
The London Times hinted at something ot 
the same sort a few months ago, but truly 
observed that the corruption of the Minis- 
try. andcomplioity of the Governor General, 
had created no little dissatU'aclion in Upper 
Canada.

Wa«hi:;gto», Oct. 22. — The Washiegton 
correspondent’s de.scription of the fight at j 
Edwards’ Ferry says both wings were at- j 
tacked as early as nine o’clock a h , but the | 
enemy was repulsed wherever he appeared 
At about five p. m. the right wing found 
itself confronted by near 4,000 of the | 
enemy, noder General Evans, with artillery 
Colonel Biker gallantly essayed the charge, . 
in which he was killed. The officer left in | 
command immediately ordered the men to | 
fall back near the river bank, where they 
could be supported by General Stone and | 
the portions of the army that had at that j 
time efi^eoted a crossing. The men obeyed, | 
in good order, carrying off all the dead and j 
wounded. 

On reaching the point selected, the right 
wing turned, though under the fire of the 
enemy, which gradually slackened until 
midnight, when it ceaevd, Throughont the 
night the balance of General Stone’s force 
crossed the river and threw up temporary 
works, that render hie position secure, and 
enabled him to protect the crossing of the 
division of General Banks, to be essayed 
this morning 

The object of General Stone’s movement 
was to enable his command, with General 
Banks’ division, to be safely transferred to 
V’lrginia. 

Evans attacked Colonel Baker in front 
and both flanks. 

Colonel Ccggeswell was probably taken 
prisoner 

Oar information so far this morning is, 
that General B.ankb’ army arrived at the | 
.Maryland landing of Edward’s Ferry last | 
night, and have been crossing the river 
securely since daylight. 

Washisoton, Out. 22. — Special to Tribune. 
The report made by Adjutant Gen. Thomas i 
of bis recent examination into the adminis- j 
tration of the Department of the West, by ' 
Maj'^r General Fremont, was this morning 
considered, in full cabinet meelicg. With 
the reluctance which be scales to injure a 
distinguished man, and wound and disap- 
point the friends which a papular leader 
gathers in his career, all the members of 
the Cabinet slowly pronounced their judg- 
ment — that the interests of Missouri and of 
the Union, required that General Fremont 
should be superceded in bis command by 
Major GeneiAl Hunter. The order to this 
effect will be issued to morrow. The Presi- 
dent was greatly affected by the death of 
Col Biker. 

Ileraid't DUpaich — The latest news to- 
night is that the whole of Slone’s column 
has crossed the Potomac, and is in full pur- 
suit of the enemy, aud that General Banks’ 
column had reached the banks of the river, 
and wculd speedily follow and support 
Stone. 

Information received late last night from 
General Stone’s command announces that 
the fight was a desparate one, and that large 
numbers of men were killed on both sides. 
Although the enemy was much stronger 
than General Stone, he was falling back 
before the advance of our troops and would 
have undoubtedly been totally ronted but 
for the fall of Colonel Baker, which pro- 
duced a sudden confusion among oar troops. 
Gen. Gustavus W. Smith commanded the 
rebels, and a private dispatch asserts be 
was (hot from his horse and canied off the 
fie'd General Banks with his command 
is now supporting General Stone, and, 
being a Major-General, is in full command. 
General McClellan left for General Banks’ 
head-quarters in the field this morning. 

It is a subject cf regret that General 
Baker should have engaged the enemy, 
when, according to report, he was ordered 
to make a reccnnoisance only, with strict 
instructions, it attacked, to fail back and 
not fight. 

Colonel Baker made his will on Saturday 
last, and depot! ed it with Colonel Webb, 
and when he left for the field, he said to the 
lattir — I shall participate in battle in forty- 
eight hours; if I fall I request that you 
take charge of my body. 

An effort is making to supercede General 
McClellan with General Hollick, who is on 
his way here from California This change 
would create a new revolution in military 
and civil circles, where the greatest confi- 
dence is entertained fer General McClellan. 

Colonel Geary reports that the four men 
who were killed at the battle of Bolivar 
Uights, were afterwards charged upon by 
the cavalry and slabbed through the body, 
stripped of all their olotsing, not excepting 
shoes and stockings, and left in perfect 
nudity. Ooe was laid out in the form of 
cruoifixioD, with his hasda spread, and cut 
through the palms with a dull knife. 

A dispatch to the Times says: At the 
Cabinet meeting to-dsy it was decided not 
to interfere fur the present with General 
Fremont and hia command. Judge Davis, 
of Illinois, was commanded to take testi 
mony in reference to contracts male in the 
Western Department, and all bills that he 
passes will be paid instantly. 

Information received this morning from 
Fairfax Court-house states that only the 
rebel pickets are present at that place. A 
small force, however, is sta'ioned at Qer- 
mantowu, a mile and a half distant. 

Rolla, Mo., Oct. 23 — Lient. Kirby, with 
fifteen men of Major Wright’s battalion, had 
another fight with 45 rebels, near Linn 
creek, on the 17ih, killing five of them, and 
wounding abont a dozen. The result of 
Major Wright’s march from Rolla to Linn 
creek can be summed as follows: Three 

sncceaeful fights, in which 68 rebels were 
killed and about the same number wounded; 
87 prieonera taken, 123 guns, 15 horses, 
several yokes of oxen, wagons, and many 
other articles. 

Price’s army was at Greenfield last Wed- 
nesday, still headed southward. 

Reports from Springfield say thatGereral 
McBride, of the rebel forces, has resigned, 
and is on his way to that place to disband 
his division and return home. 

Col. Taylor, in command of tho rebel 
forces at Spriegfieid, recently issued a 
proclamation declaring that all Union men 
who bad belonged to the Home Guards 
weuld be required to leave the country, or 
go into the Southern army for the same 
length of lime they had served in the Fed. 
eral army, and requiring a pledge from the 
Union men now there for the exemplary 
conduct of their friends who are absent 
from home. The proclamation also prohib- 
its the carrying of any more slaves South, 
as such a oouree is calculated to lessen the 
eonfidenoe of the ability of the Southern 
army to eastain itself itself in Missouri. 

St. Louis, Oct 23 — The Democrat learns 
that Ueneral Fremont has detailed Brig. 
Geo Strftng. recently appointed on his staff, 
from New Fork, to take up all unsettled 
acconnts and contracts in this department, 
that everything may be searchingly scruti- 
nized in reference to their final adjustment 
by the Secretary ef War. 

Fsrt Moheoe, Got. 22 — Gen. Sherman 
arrived here to day, on the Atlantic. Tbere 
was a elight affair at Newport News yester- 
day bat it terminated with elight loss on 
either side- 



Washington, Oct. 23 — The success of | 
the movement of General Stone and General 
Banks across the Potomac is now eetab- 
lisbed, as the enemy did not venture to | 
make further resistance to it yesterday 
AU accounts agree that our men conducted 
themselves nobly in the affair of Monday 
evening. The portion of the column which 
received a temporary check by the death of 
Colonel Baker behaved gallantly, although 
opposed to a force of triple their number. 
The ground thns gained was retained in the 
undispnted possession of our troops all day 
yesterday. Scouts and reoonnoitering par- 
ties obtained much palatable information in 
regard to the enemy. The above facts were 
derived from reliable sources. 

Asbury Dickens, late Secretary of the 
Senate, died here this morning, at the age 
of 78. 

It is understood that the blankets, con- 
tracted for in Europe last August, by the 
Quartermaster’s Department, are arriving; 
29,600 have already reached New York. 
They weigh five pounds each, and cost the 
United States 40o per pound.

Private Rome, of the Massachusetts 1st i 
regiment, wounded at Bull Run and taken 
to Richmond, has arrived here. His ac- 
count of the prisoners there is interesting 
He says the only northern paper in Rich- 
mond is the New York Herald, which is 
regularly received on the 2i day after 
publication. 

Philadslphia, Oct. 22 — Information

Ferry at 175. The main portion of Sickle’s 
Brigade is now opposite the rebel batteries, 
and it is said are preparing to act on the 
offensive against the batteries.

Ferns, one 
of the crew of the pirate Savannah, and be 
has been accepted as a witness. A jury is 
being empanneled.

Special Dispatches to the Cinciimati 
Papers. 

Cairo, Oct. 22. 

The expedition of the 30th Illinoie, which 
went out on the 21st, foraging on the Mis- 
souri shore, returned lo-day, having accom- 
plished nothing of importance. 

A few loads of grain, belonging to citizens 
of Charleston, Mo , in transit for St. Louis, 
were seized by Federal troops. On appli- 
cation of the owners. General McClernand 
directs that the shipment of produce from 
Missouri to St. Louid and Cairo shall not be 
interrupted. 

.4mong other things accomplished by 
Gov. Yates at his recent Washington visit, 
was the securing of sixteen full batteries, 
consisting of the finest brass rifled pieces, 
similar to the Rhode Island battery. The 
first two batteries are on their way to Cairo, 
for Gen McClernand’s brigade. 

Captain Dunlap, Quartermaster, visits St 
Louii to-morrow to arrange for supplies 
and money for Gen. McGlernand’s brigade 
There is joy in Cairo to-night, over the 
reported annihilation of Jeff. Thomson’s 
army. 

Parkersburg, Oct. 22. 
The rebels fled on the approach of Col. 
Richmond yesterday. His boouis captured 
40 rebels and 20 horses. The rebel force 
was at least six hundred strong in Wirt 
county — a great many of whom had taken 
the oath. Heretofore they were too cow. 
ardiy to show themselves, but are sending 
their wives to compromise with Col. Rich- 
mond. He refuses to listen to them until 
they give up a sufficient number of their 
leaders ; he will then think them sincere. 
Tnere is no chance for a battle, although 
the rebel torce must be larger than ours.^ 

Tne Order to Oen. Fremont. 

The following is a copy of the very im 
portant order issued by the Secretary ol 
War, before he left St. Louis, and after he 
had visited General Fremont at Tipton: 

St Louis, Mo , Oct. 14, 1861. 
General: The Secretary of War directs 
me to communicate the following as his in- 
structions lor your government : 

In view of the heavy sums due, especially 
in the Quartermaster’s Department in this 
city, amounting to some $4 500,000, it is 
important that the money which may now 
be in the hands of the disbursing officers, or 
to be received by them, be applied to the 
current expenses of your army in Missouri, 
ani these debts remain unpaid until they 
can be properly examined and sent to 
Washington for settleme at ; the disburoing 
officers of the army to disburse the funds, 
and not transfer them to irresponsible 
agents — in other words those who do not 
bold commissions from the President, and 
are not under bonds. All contracts neces- 
sary to be made by the disbursing officers 
The senior Quartermaster here has been 
verbally instructed by the Secretary as 
above. 

It is deemed unnecessary to erect field 
works around this city, and you will direct 
their discontinuance; also those, if any, in 
course of conetruotion at Jefferson City. In 
this conneoticn, it is seen teat a number of 
commissions have been given by you. No 
payments will be made to euch officers, 
except to those whose appointments have 
b^en approved by the President. This, of 
course, does not apply to the officers with 
volunteer troops. Col. Andrews has been 
verbally so instructed by the Secretary; 
also, not to make trani-fers of funds, except 
for the purpose of paying the troops. 

The erection of barracks near your quar- 
ters in this city is to be at once discontin* 
ued. 

The Secretary has been informed that the 
treops of Gen Lane’s command are com- 
mitting depredations on oar friends in 
Western Missouri. Your attention is di- 
rected to this, in the expectation that you 
will apply tha corrective. 

Major Allen desires the services of Capt. 
Turnley for a short time, and the Secretary 
hopes you may find it proper to accede 
thereto.
